OSTKBBUBO, August 12 —The picnic, 


which is in progress, at this place, was 
very largely attended today 
The dark 


clouds which appeared this morn ing 
and were somewhat threatening, dis 
persed at an early hour and hundreds 
from all sections of the country were 
seen wending their way toward the
